1012- and began active operations in 
August of that year. 1913 conse- 
quently was the first year of our ac- 
tive existence. It is a well-known 
fact that no manufacturing concern 
is expected to make any profits 
whatever during the first year.of its 
existence and the. small amount of 
profits reported in that year was 
made possible only by the practical 
donation of'the services of all the 
heeds of the-.corporation. Our ship- 
ments for that year were some- 
thing over $500,000 and the total 
amount of 'net profits was, as noted, 
something less than two per cent. 


Our income tax report. for the 


fiscal year dating from April 30, 
1916, to April 30, 1917, showed net. 
income, before deducting income 
and excess profits taxes, of $257,000 
We paid to the federal government 
$51,000 in rounS- numbers,- income 
and excess 
profits taxes, 
leaving 


nee income of $206,000 on-total shoe 
sales of $1,800,000. 


The. ' following year, the 
only 


period 
during 
which 'the United 


States, was. actively engaged in ..war, 
our, net shoe .sales amounted to ?2,-. 
900,000, on which net income was 
?7S,000. After .deducting income 
and excess .profits i'taxes, there -re- 
mained, for /shareholders; $70,000. 


We call .your.particular attention 


•to:the. fact. that;..-the-United .States 
declared war on the .Central Powers 
on. April 6, 1917^.>The income, tax 
resort' of our. .company for that 


year, between April 30, 1917, 
and 


April 30, 191S, at which time more 
than half of the output of our fac- 
tory was sold to the government, 
you will note shows that we made 
only about two and one-half per- 
cent on the total amount of sales. 
In justice to our company, it is but 
fair to say that this was occasioned 
by the fact that our Mr. Nunn was 
in the Quartermaster General's De- 
partment at Washington and en- 
gaged in placing shoe contracts. In 
order that the 
government might 


have the benefit of very low figures, 
our firm engaged in taking con- 
tracts at much less figures than the 
government itself was willing to al- 
low and by this means millions of 
dollars were saved to the govern- 
ment by insisting that other shoe 
firms take contracts as low RS our 
corcpany. .The armistice was de- 
clared on November 11, 1918, and 
our firm ceased to make shoes for 
tli» government and devoted itself 
again to civilian trade.

Notwithstanding 
the 
expense 


which is incident 
to. readjustment 


from war contracts to civilian con- 
tracts, our profits during the next 
year were $239,000 on sales of four 
and one-quarter million dollars, as 
the reports will disclose. This, how- 
ever, was prior to the deduction for 
ircome and" excess 'profits taxes, 
which took more 'than one-half of 
this amount and left us a profit of 
about $100,000 which is about three 
pei cent on the net total 
of our 


sales. 


We do not. believe that this rec- 


ord subjects -us to. the' just charge 
of being war profiteers. Our com- 
pany, has never had any strikes or 
trouble with its employees and_op- 
eratives. 
Our profits 
are divided 


with our help and the above record 
of profit was possible only by their 
cheerful co-operation. 


We know that there Is a "great 


deal of 
complaint about profiteer- 


ing," -particularly on war contracts, 
and we believe that a great deal of 
this is thoroughly justified and we 
join in its condemnation as heartily 
as any one. This, however, we are 
sure you will agree does not war- 
rant the unjust charge against a 
firm that . has striven -earnestly, 
honestly, and conscientiously to be 
free -and guiltless of -this offense.'
